Many observers felt that the 
Axis armored superiority, the di- 
rect result of a destructive battle 
between big German guns and 
British tanks nine days ago, was 
a greater menace than ever to the 
British. Vith the tanks they 
possess the Axis forces may be 
able to sweep around the left 
flank of the British line, brush- 
ing aside the light tanks of the de- 
fenders, and strike northeastward 
toward the Nile valley.

Details of the British debacle, 
which can now be told for the 
first time, show that the operation 
against Tobruk was one of the 
swiftest blows yet delivered in 
this war of speed and surprises. 

The Germans used _ parachute 
troops profusely but futilely in an 
effort to mop up the British and 
frustrate their destruction of their 
supplies before they could fall into 
Axis hands. Many of the parachu- 
tists, ballooning down from big 
Junkers transport planes, were 
picked off like clay pigeons as they 
hit the ground. 

Once having smashed through 
the perimeter of the port’s outer 
defenses, Marshal Rommel’s tanks 
made straight for the waterfront. 

Shipping Under Fire. 

Standing at the water's

Then the Germans brought 
heavy guns to add to the barrage 
Some of the ships at the water- 
front returned the fire, and the 
battle raged between tanks and 
cannon on one side and ships on 
the other. 

The Germans had the advantage 
since, as far as is known, there 


were no heavy British vessels such | 


as cruisers and destroyers in port. 

Some of the ships got away, tak- 
ing off 200 Naval ratings, but first 
reports indicate few if any of the 
Army personnel escaped. 

General Wavell’s Army took To- 
bruk in January, 1941, capturing 
30,000 Italians there in a day and 
a half. That was considered a 
swift and brilliant feat. 

Germans Beat Record. 

But the Germans appear to have 
beaten this record by many hours. 

Tobruk’s fortifications are such 
that once its 30-mile perimeter of 
barbed wire mine fields, tank traps 
and pillboxes is broken, it does not 
take long to reduce the entire 
stronghold because the perimeter 
defenses can be rolled back from 
inside.

OPA officials declined to dis- 
close details of the pending order 
but said that, in general, prices 
would be based on the March, 
1942, levels prescribed by the uni- 
versal price order.

Professional services, such as 
those of doctors, dentists and law- 
yers, are exempted from price con- 
trol by the general price regula- 
tion. So also are personal services 
not connected with commodities, 
such as barber and beauty shops. 

By certain “self-executing” pro- 
visions of the new order, officials 
said, formulas will be provided tor 
putting maximum prices on serv- 
ices of a seasonal nature. Dry 
cleaners, for instance, in many 
cases could not use the level of 
last March. when their business 
was mainly in handling woolen ap- 
parel, in computing price maxi 
mums for washable summer cloth- 
ing. 

The “self-executing” provisions, 
whatever they may turn out to be, 
will take care of such situations. 
‘It was indicated that the scheme 
involved some form of cost-plus- 
normal. markup.

Tobruk's fall is a major military disaster. 

In that respect its consequences could be 
more grave and damaging to the Allied cause 
than the fall of Singapore. 

It endangers not merely the supply lines 
through the Suez canal, but it makes possible 
a conquest of Egypt and thereby a juncture 
of Japanese and German forces. The two na- 
tions would then be able to complement one 
another’s lacks and prolong the war indefi- 
nitely. 

~Those are the worst factors. 

Of almost equal importance is the factor 
of morale. China will become more discour- 
aged. Russia, fighting to the death at Sevasto- 
pol, will be disheartened by the British sur- 
render. The rulers of Turkey will be adversely 
affected in so far as the Allied cause is con- 
cerned. The whole campaign in the Far East 
is endangered and the Russian and Iraq oil 
fields more vulnerable. 

There should be a full and detailed state- 
ment made, putting the blame, if blame there 
he where it belongs. A large convoy of supplies 
errived there but a short time ago. Ten days 
ago the news from Libya was that General 
Rommel and the Germans were trapped. 

The surrender, coming so swiftly on the 
heels of that statement and the arrival of 
supplies, calls for a statement of fact. 

It has at least one beneficial result. 

Those persons who were, until Sunday’s war 
news arrived, living in a fool’s paradise, may 
be shocked out of their amazing idea the war 
would end in the fall with the collapse of the 
Germans or Japanese or both. 

If we can unify the nation in general rec- 
ognition of the grave course of the war and 
the need for every effort called for by the gov- 
ernment, we will have got some benefit from 
one of the great disasters of the war.

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WASHINGTON PARADE 
By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 
CHURCHILL'S VISIT WASHINGTON, June 22.—Speculation 


over the opening of a second Huro- 
pean war front has been intensified by the return visit to the United 
States of Prime Minister Churchill, the second he has made within 
six months, 

It is inconceivable that the British government head could have 
been induced to make the perilous journey ex- 
cept by matters of the greatest moment. The 

‘ most momentous question now before the Allied 
nations is where ‘and when to strike a new blow 
at the Axis. 

Whatever decisions may be made by Mr. 
Roosevelt and Mr. Churchill in the series of 
conferences now going on with members of the 
Allied high command are nécéssarily of the 
highest military secrecy. If the tenor of their 
discussions were known it would not even be 
permissible to write about it. 
It is logical to assume, however, that the 
burden of their conferences concerns the new 
European front, and hence it is interesting to 
speculate on the time and place for its exe- 
cution. 
Within informed governmental and military 
circles there is a growing conviction that 
Japan's next blow will be aimed at Siberia. 
When and if it comés, in the opinion of these sources, that will 
be the signal for opening a new European front. 

Tokyo’s dream of a Japanese-dominated “greater East Asia co- 
prosperity sphere,” as hér warlords put it, cannot be realized so 
long as Russia—an ancient and implacable enemy—remains a threat 
at her rear door. So long as Russia stands, the Japs can have no 
assurance of keeping the booty their conquests have gained for them 
in the Pacific. 


NO LOVE LOST . Despite the professions of peace that have 

| “come up from Tokyo and the existence of 
a five-year nonaggression pact between the two countries, there is 
no love lost between the Japs and the Russians. The Soviets have 
a distrust of them extending over a long period of years. What 
they are doing now in denying us bombing bases in Siberia, from 
which we might make devastating attacks on Tokyo, is a matter of 
military expediency. 


Japan’s march of conquest, started with the treacherous attack. 


on Péarl Harbor, now apparently has been stalled. Our strength 
in Australia has been sufficiently consolidated to offer little en- 
couragement for an invasion in that direction. The disastrous de- 
feats we administered to her navy in the Coral Sea and at Midway 
have slowed down her sea operations tremendously. It seems likely 
that the only direction, outside of China, in which the Japs can 
now move immediately is toward Russia. 

The way has long been prepared for setting a battle in motion 
on the Siberian frontier on an hour’s notice. Both sides have main- 
tained large troop concentrations there for several years. Chinese 
sources, which have proved exceedingly reliable in the past, re- 
Gently told of néw Japanese reinforcements being sent to the Si- 
berian area. They are reported to have a million men in the aréa 
ready for action with planes and tanks. 

But the Russidns have not been asleep to the situation. They 
are supposed to have an equal force on hand to meet the threat. 

Some sources say the Japanese were about ready to start the 
attack when Genera! Doolittle led an American bombing mission 
to Tokyo and other Nipponese cities: The sudden blow from the 
air is supposed to have caused a halt in Japanese plans, since it 
served as a reminder of the vulnerability of their cities if at- 
tacked by planes based only 600 to 700 miles away in Russian 
Siberia. 

The Russians are credited with enough planes in the area to 
do a proper bombing job on Jap cities if the fireworks start. Also 
it is inconceivable that we have not made some advance prepara- 
tions in that direction ourselves, realizing that the day will come 
sooner or later when Siberian bases will be made available to our 
bombers. . 


FEAR OF RAIDS This fear of bombing raids from Vladi- 
vostok may have had a restraining in- 
fluence on the Japs thus far, but the consensus of informed mili- 
tary and governmental sources is that it will not be enough to hold 
them back eventually. Senator Walter F. George, past chairman 
of the Foreign Relations Committee and one of the best informed 
leaders in congress on the war situation, holds this view. 

If the Japs do strike in Siberia this, presumably, would be the 
signal for Hitler to start his all-out offensive on the eastern front. 
Or the Nazis might move first and the Japs follow. In any event, 
Russia would then be faced with the necessity for waging a bitter 
struggle on two fronts. : 

It would behoove the Allied nations, under those circumstances, 
to do everything possible to relieve Russia of a part of the pressure. 
We are seniing them all the supplies and materials they have asked 
for. But this might not be enough. Wecannot afford to see Russia 
fall. It would prolong the war for at least five years, most military 
strategists say. 

The only thing we could—the most important thing we could 
do—would be to make that the signal for the promised second front. 
Hence the best guess is that when the Japs strike in Siberia we

FAIR ENOUGH

Extortion 5, 
of the big AFI, ' 
shakedown racket 
called the International Union of 
Operating Engineers, have been 
indicted by a federal grand jury in 
Albany, N. Y., on a charge of ex- 
torting $50,000 from a lot of poor, 
faceless workers employed on a 
war project known as the Voor- 
heesville Army Depot. The in- 
dictments were found under the 
anti-kickback law which provides 
a maximum punishment of five 
years in prison and a $5,000 fine 
for anyone who shall by force or 
threat or otherwise induce any 
person employed on any public 
work financed in whole or in part 
by the government to give Up any 


‘part of the compensation to which 


he is entitled. I believe this is the 
first time this law has been thus 
invoked, although many extortion- 
er§ have been openly robbing 
thousands of Americans on most 
of the war construction jobs all 
over the country. About a year 
ago I asked one United States dis- 
trict attorney if this law applied to 
such racketeering and he said it 
did not. That, however, was in 
another district. 


The same law has been on the 
books throughout the vicious pro- 
gram of thievery by shakedown 
dating from the start of the war 
effort. The present case may be 
only a demonstration intended to 
signify formal disapproval of the 
racket for political effect in the 
cqming elections. Moreover, if the 
law applies in Albany it also ap- 
plies in every other district in the 
country where thé same racket has 
been operated with the toleration 
of the administration. It is sig- 
nificant that both Attorney Gen- 
eral Francis Biddle and Tom C. 
Clark, described as chiéf of the 
war frauds unit of the Department 
of Justice, took occasion to de- 
clare that the present indictments 
were not aimed at labor. That 
was a gratuitous assurance of ob- 
vious political purpose and was 
out of order. The indictments and 
the facts will speak for themselves 
and law officers of the government 
serve no legitimate official pur- 
pose in making such statements.

Excuse ishment of men who 
vietimize labor, so 
there is no more legitimate excuse 
for the remarks of Clark and Bid- 
dle than there would be for ex- 
plaining that no attack on religion 
was meant by the indictment of 
some leader of the miscalled Chris- 
tian Front.

The message said, in part: 

“Under cover of fog and thick weather, 
Japanese landing forces have inched along the 
Aleutian island chain toward Alaska and now 
are establishing themselves at Kiska, which is 
only 585 miles from the United States Navy base 
at Dutch Harbor. 

“This was disclosed in a communique Sun- 
day that told of the bombing of ‘a small force’ 
of enemy ships in Kiska harbor. Army fliers 
reported. hitting one cruiser and sinking a 
transport. 

“While the number of ships actually in 
Kiska harbor may have been small, observers 
pointed out that presence of a cruiser might in- 
dicate that a force of destroyers and auxiliaries 

was somewhere in the vicinity. 

“The communique said operations in the Aleutians ‘continued to 
be restricted by considerations of weather and great distances.’ 

“‘Within the last few days, however, it added, ‘the weather 
was sufficiently clear at times to permit some restricted air opera- 
tions against Kiska, where tents and minor temporary structures 
were observed to have been set up on land.” 

Now, that brings me back to one of those lectures I heard re- 
cently in Harvard from an officer who knew all about the Japa- 
nese campaign which captured Malaya and Singapore. You will 
recall that the English did not have such a large force in Malaya. 
They believed the jungle would halt any real attack,and they con- 
centrated their troops at the points where their staff work had 
determined the Japanese would have to come. 


The Japanese didn’t. ; 
INDIAN TACTICS This officer said that the Japanese had 


trained men for jungle work. They didn’t 
come the obvious way. They came the way that was impossible. 

They split up into small groups like the Indian fighters. In 
modern war, when each man carries a Tommy gun, a small force 
can be rather effective. 

They came through small jungle paths. They cut their way 
through new routes. They had fifth columnists who helped them. 

They by-passed detachments of Englisi: troops, capturing some, 
killing some and forcing others to retreat. They kept advancing 
through the jungle, inching along. 

It was on the seacoast they played the most havoc. 

This officer said the English had placed detachments along 
the coast to receive supplies and to hold certain landing places. 

The Japanese took smal! boats, some so small they would hold 
no more than two or three men. They would slip along the coast 
in these boats, hiding in the heavy, tropical underbrush along the 
shore. 

By morning they would have a force of 40 or 50 men with arms 
in behind the detachment on the coast. It would be wiped out or 
forced to take to the sea in one of their own small boats. 

They kept “inching along.” It was this most effective work 
along the coast which rendered entirely impotent the British de- 
fenses there. ‘The British had placed men at strategic points. The 
Japanese by-passed them and, by putting a force behind and be- 
yond them, made that strategic point no longer strategic 

The British might, by better staff work, and thereby with bet- 
ter disposal of troops, have been able to stop them. As it was 
they were driven back with few actual engagements and almost 
none in force. 

That is why I don’t like to read about any “inching along” 
on the Aleutians. 


AIR FORCE THE ANSWER Fven so, and uncomfortable as 


it is, the fact remains that we 
know they are there and we have air forces which can combat 
them given a bit of weather in which to fly. 

“Inching along” the Aleutians is more difficult than inching 
through the Malayan jungle or down its coast. The Japanese have 
a plan for it, but we likely can break it because we know about 
it and because we have air forces there. 

The Aleutians are separated by some turbulant waters. They 
will require the constant receiving of supplies and reinforcements. 

It is hardly possible they will be able to build any airports on 
those islands. 

Even so, it is not comfortable having them there. They can Be 
of very real assistance to the Japanese plans. They can receive 
and relay messages and be of other assistance. 

We do not have enough planes in Alaska. We do not have 
enough anywhere because we have had to do the supplying. China 
and Russia need planes. And until we have done a little more 
producing we will not have enough for Alaska. One may hope we 
can get a few more bombers up there and then give the two islands 
a going over with heavy bombs, 

We ought to be able to halt that “inching along.”

In a small old American city there are numbers of fine colonial 
mansions and ancient gardens owned by heirs who have little in- 
come. A few years ago these people decided to let tourists see their 
homes and gardens at a price and formed a club for that purpose. 

All went well for a time, and the money rolled in every spring. 
Then other people asked to join the club. “Why not?” said’ the 
original members. “After all, we didn’t build our gardens. We 
only inherited them. We must not be selfish, but share our good 
fortune with all who love beauty.” 

So the new people were admitted, and they gained contro! and 
decided to use the revenue for community improvement. The people 
who owned the show places, and needed the admission money to 
buy food, were virtually dispossessed. 

That is the story of immigration. 


Genérations of Americans, fortunate heirs to freedom, gen- 
erously admitted all who sought a refuge from tyranny—or poverty. 
For a long time there was no restriction and Eur6épe used America 
as a dump for its undesirables. These died as the years passed, but 
there were others who proved undesirable because they refused to 
become Americanized. They remain today, both physically and 
Spiritually, little colonies of Europe in the midst of America—using 
our country but refusing to become a part of it. 


Since the first World War, immigration has been restrieted: but 
many of those admitted have been trouble makers. Their influence 
has been out of all proportion to their numbers. In fact, the alien 
born, with ideas once hateful to America, have been responsible for 
many of the problems that have vexed America in recent years. 
They have done their best to take over our inheritance. 

When the war ends, bringing four freedoms and equality, mil- 
lions in bankrupt lands will dream of a new life in America. And 
every shallow-pated sentimentalist in this country will favor ad- 
mitting them. 

Some who try to enter would become assets, but these will he 
outnumbered by politicians and reformers determined to remake 
America to suit themselves. If these are admitted, we'll have an- 
other fight to save Democracy.

WASHINGTON, June 22.—(/) 
The senate passed today a bill au- 
thorizing compensation for the 
relatives «. non-military personnel 
injured, killed or captured at mili- 
tary installations outside the Unit- 


'ed States but balked at immediate 
providing 


action on _ legislation 
monthly benefits for civilian vic- 
tims of enemy action at home. 
The revised bill, which was sent 
to the house by a voice vote, would 
empower the Employes’ Compen- 
sation Commission to assume li- 
ability 
contractors building military bases 
if the employes suffered injury, 
death or capture at enemy hands. 
Senator Thomas, Republican, 
Idaho, explained that this would 
make provision for the relatives 
of men who were seized by the 
enemy at Wake Island, or at other 
outposts taken by the Japanese. 


The senate sent to its finance 


committee, however, a much more 
sweeping measure to 
employe compensation 
had been attached. 

This bill, introduced by Senator 
Pepper, Democrat, Florida, would 
authorize the payment of monthly 
benefits ranging from $10.to $85 
to civilian residents in the United 
States who suffered one-third to- 
tal disability, death or capture in 
enemy attacks on this country. 

Senator Georgé, Democrat, 
Georgia, chairman of the finance 
committee. and other’ senators 
contended that the measure would 
set up a vast “pension” system 
under which possibly 10,000,000 
persons eventually might receive 
government benefits,

done. George insisted, the finance 
committee ought to look into the 
matter.

Fund Proposed 


$15,133,500 Is Sought 


To Level Education 
Opportunities. 


WASHINGTON, June 22.—(/P) 
Tentative amounts of federal as- 
sistance to states under legislation 
aimed at reducing inequalities of 
educational opportunities were 


disclosed today by the Senate 
Education and Labor Committee. 


The committee has approved 
the bill, which would appropriate 
$300,000,000 a year to assist states 
and territories in meeting finan- 
cial emergencies in education. 

Funds would be apportioned on 
a basis of need under a formula 
involving the numbe- of persons 
between 5 and 17 years old and 
the net income of persons in a 
given state, compared with all 
states. 

A table showing what each state 
entitled to aid would receive was 
compiled by the legislative com- 
mission of the National Education 
Association.

The women of the little Bo- 
hemian village of Lidice were 
wives two weeks ago. Today, 
they are widows. 

Imprisoned in Nazi concentra- 
tion camps, their husbands mur- 
dered by the Gestapo, their chil- 
dren torn from their arms and 
herded into Nazi “education 
'centers,” the women of Lidice 
‘symbolize the sufferings of the 
women of all occupied Europe at 
the hands of Hitler, 


A’ TOWN 
600 YEARS OLD 

Their town, near Prague, had 
stood, through war and peace, for 
at lease 600 years. Mention of 
Lidice, and of the castle for 
which it was named, appeared -in 
musty annals of the year 1309. 
St. Margaret’s church, to which 
they took their children on the 
Sabbath, had dominated Lidice 
for more than 200 years. As 
wives of men who worked in the 


coal mines in the village mill, 
the women of Lidice led simple 
lives. They had three shops to 
choose from in doing their buy- 
ing, one of them run by a wom- 
an, Marie Mastalirova, Their 


i 


town also had three inns, a shoe- 
maker’s shop, a tailor’s shop, a 
blacksmith shop, and a _ wheel- 
Their men were 
traditionally craftsmen, carvers of 
fine furniture, and ‘their homes 
were filled with heirlooms, 

The women of Lidice had com- 
mitted no crime—except the crime 
of remaining patriotic, of want- 
ing to be free of brutal Nazi rule. 
But they chanced to live not far 
from the winding road where Hit- 
ler’s chief terrorist, Reinhard 
(‘The Hangman”) Heydrich, was 
fatally shot. So the Berlin radio 
coldly told what happened to them 
and to their village: “All male 
inhabitants have been shot. The 
women have been transferred to 
a concentration camp. The chil- 
dren have been taken to educa- 
tional centers. All houses of Lidice 
have been leveled to the ground, 
and the name of this community 
has been obliterated. Lidice had 
483 inhabitants.” 

The men of Lidice are dead, but 
the women of Lidice live as sym- 
bols of Nazi horror in the further 
horror of a concentration camp. 
Their story is typical of the dark

chapter now being written in the 
history of the women of the world 
—a chronicle of executions with- 
out cause, slavery, child suffering, 
starvation, told as often by Serlin 
and the radio stations it controls 
as by the enemies of the Axis. 

In a list of more than 300 per- 
sons, exclusive of the men of Li- 
dice, executed in groups as a re- 
sult of the Heydrich assassination 
there have been at least 56 wom- 
en. As reported by the Prague 
radio, the names and the crimes 
of these women were lumped off 
in a casual fashion. For instance, 
Marie Borovska, of Vratimov, dis- 
trict of Frydek, whose name fell 
between numbers 4 to 7 on one 
day’s execution list, was among 
those said to have “approved of 
the attempt against Heydrich or 
appealed for the support of the 
perpetrators. “Zdemka, of Prague, 
a Jewess,” was listed among those 
sentenced “for illegal possession 
of arms.” Marie Karaskova, of 
Tynice, was among those who 
“were not registered with the po- 
lice or who took part in acts hos- 
tile to the Reich or gave shelter 
to such persons.” 


A SEQUEL 
TO OTHER MASSACRES 

The Nazi murders, because of 
Heydrich’s death were bloody -se- 
quels to the massacres that took 
place under Heydrich living. In 
the occupeid countries, children 
have not been spared the “lesson” 
of what it means to live under 
Nazi rule. A London broadcast 
on the day of Heydrieh’s funeral 
ran: “The horrors of Reinhard 
Heydrich’s reign in Poland are dis- 
closed. School children were 
forced to watch executions on gal- 
lows get up in every town. Hun- 
dreds of Poles were executed for 
every German killed.” 

And childhood under the Nazis 
has also been subjected to slower 
tortures. The children of Greece 
are starving in great numbers. 
One authentic eye-witness account 
contained this sentence: “Young 
children, very thin, with dull eyes, 
weep while asking you for some- 
thing: to eat.” In Norway, child 
mentality is three or four times 
normal, the Stockholm radio says. 
Germany is drafting its own chil- 
dren under 15 years of age to work 
in the fire departments at night.

NORWEGIAN WOMEN 
SENT TO GERMANY 

The Quisling government of 
Norway is conscripting women 
both to work in the fish packing 
plants of Trondheim and Bodo, 
and to be sent into Germany to 
take the place of 70,000 men who 
have been transferred for fortifi- 
cation work. On the day of the 
Heydrich funeral, General Froe- 
lich Hansen, commander of Quis- 
ling’s labor service, was in Berlin 
consulting, so the German-con- 
trolled radio announced, on “the 
tasks and objectives of the Reich 
labor service.” Before leaving 
Norway, Hansen had announced 
that compulsory labor service for 
all women between the ages of 18 
and 23 years would be introduced 


mext spring. The Nazi-controlled 


radio at Oslo revealed that 60 
work camps for women will be es- 
tablished in Norway this summer. 
In the fish factories, Norwegian 
women are forced to help process 
the Norwegian fish catch into 
frozen filets to be sent to the Ger- 
mans in a specially constructed re- 
frigerator ship, the Oldenburg. 
Ninety per cent of the Norwegian 
fish catch is now going to Ger- 
many. 

FRENCH FACTORIES 

ROBBED OF WORKERS 

Hundreds of French factories 
were closed down last week by the 
Laval government so that French 
workers could be sent to Germany 
as ‘‘war slaves,” the London radio 
said. Simultaneously Gerlin was 
broadcasting: ‘All other interests 
must at present take second place 
compared with the necessity to re- 
serve existing female labor for 
munitions plants.” 

A Vichy broadcast informed: 
“The third contingent of workers 
and of women from the region of 
Athens is about to arrive in Ger- 
many to work in the war indus- 
tries.” From an official Finnish 
broadcast came this: “The first 
contingent of women and girls left 
Helsinki to spend the summer do- 
ing agricultural work.” Girls and 
women from 14 to 60 have been 
ordered to register for industrial 
work in Hungary, an official 
broadcast announced. Two hun- 
dred and fifty thousand Polish 
women have been put at forced 
labor in Germany, and one-fourth 
of them are working on farms, 
Berlin said. 

Berlin also is authority for this 
announcement: “A number of 
Latvian girls, from 16 to 25 years 
old, have reecntly arrived from 
Riga to work as farm and indus- 
trial hands in northern Germany. 
All of them concluded contracts 
with the Germany employment of- 
fice in Riga and will stay in the 
Reich for one year. The German 
labor front will care for the girls 
by controlling their working con- 
ditions and organizing their leisure 
time.” 

That this is all a part of an ac- 
celerating movement is indicated 
by a Moscow broadcast which ran 
as follows: “In the towns and 
villages of the Ukraine, German 
officials are forcibly seizing girls 
and young women and sending 
them off to Germany. These vic- 
tims are by the thousands being 
shipped to work in German fac- 
tories and on large estates. The 
enslaved are taken on special! trains 
under the escort of S, S. detach- 
ments. Many trainloads of Ukra- 
nian women were sent into Ger- 
many d g the winter. Since 
the advent of spring, more trains 
are being sent off with increas- 
ing frequency. Train follows 
train, carrying off the women who 
will have to toil like slaves for 
German manufacturers and land- 
owners.”

Frank H. Merritt, regional fuel 
rationing representative, explained 
that under the temporary program 
in effect until July 15 persons 
with supplemental cards, strictly 
speaking, could use their gasoline 
only for the purpose for which 
they received the supplement.
